SOUTHWEST PACIFIC AL-

Canadians Deal 


Heavy Losses 
Ringing Ortona 


By The Associated Press. 

The Russians have captured 
Cherkasy, last major German bas- 
tion on the middle Dnieper and 
perhaps have opened a new ma- 
jor offensive in northern White 
Russia, but, Moscow announced 
today, they were forced back from 
Radomysl, 55 miles west of Kiev, 
by a fierce German drive to re 
take the Ukrainian capital. 

More than 6,000 Germans were 
killed in the last days of the stub- 
born fighting for Cherkasy. a 
German strongpoint south of Kiev 
which guards important railway 
communications, 

“Fighting raged for every street, 
every basement,” said the Moscow 
midnight communique, recorded 
by the Soviet monitor from a 
broadcast. “Trying at all. costs to 
hold Cherkasy, the enemy con- 
stantly brought up fresh reserves.” 

But German resistance melted 
under Russian pressure coming 
from two directions and the Ger- 
mans were cleared from the town. 
leaving considerable war mate 
rials and prisoners in Russian 
hands. Guerrillas helped by pre- 
paring behind German lines land- 
ing fields for Soviet air-borne 
troops, a broadcast said. 


Gruelling in Italy. 

Throwirg reserves of armor into 
a desperate counterattack against 
Canadian troops fighting yard-by- 
yard toward the seaport of Pes- 
cara, the Germans have suffered 
heavy losses in tanks and men 
from the fire of Eighth Army ar- 
tillery concealed in the hills, it 
was announced yesterday. 

The Nazi command resorted to 
this costly measure in a futile ef- 
fort to prevent the reinforced Ca- 
nadians from closing in on the 
road junction of Ortona, 11 miles 
below Pescara on the Adriatic 
coast. 

The result was the same as that 
experienced by both sides on pre- 
vious occasions both in Africa and 
Italy when tanks ventured within 
range of well-placed heavy guns. 
Burning hulks of tanks marked 
the point where the enemy’s armor 
came under point-blank fire. 
Shaking off this and similarly 
fierce Nazi counterassaults, the 
Canadians continued doggedly to 
win the heights overlooking Or- 
tona. The whole current thrust of 
the Eighth Army up the Adriatic 
coast hinges on the Canadians’ 
success in taking Ortona. 

Slavs Aflame. 
_ Yugoslavia flamed last night 
into a major battlefield as the 
Germans hurled six divisions 
(perhaps 90,000 men) into one 
sector alone, and Foreign Secre- 
tary Anthony Eden disclosed that 
Britain was helping the Yugoslav 
army of liberation “in every pos- 
sible way” with the Russians also 
going to its aid.

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Prison Breaks Due 


To Neglect, Says GBI 


The Georgia Bureau of Investigation says negligence in 
making trusties of many men with long criminal records 
caused the mass escape in November from the Douglas high- 
way prison camp—a break that cost the life of one guard. 


And the November mass escape 
from the Folkston highway prison 
camp was laid to “gross negli- 
gence” on the part of two guards 
who were on duty when convicts 
spent an afternoon boring a hole 
in the floor. 

The GBI report on the two 
prison breaks was filed with State 
Highway Director Byburn Clay 
yesterday by Captain William E. 
Spence and Investigator G. C. 
Alexander. 

Half of 40 convicts confined at 
Douglas were trusties, the report 
said. Most of these trusties had 
long criminal records and many 
had escaped previously. 

Leaders All Trusties. 

The break of 11 men was :led 
by Kenneth Brazel, Charlie Head 
and Raymond Wynn, all trusties. 
The GBI said it was unable to 
prove any collusion between the 
three ring leaders and the men in 
the “bull pen” who also escaped. 
Guard Clarence Cox was killed in 
the break, and the collusion angle 
might make a difference as to 
whether any of the convicts oth- 
er than the three ring leaders are 
tried for murder,

Of the Folkston break by eight 
convicts the GBI said: 

“Although there is no direct evi- 
dence of collusion between prison- 
ers and guards, there is conclusive 
evidence of gross negligence on 
the part of Guards Leonard Bai- 
ley and W. T. Johnson.”

Drafters Scan 
Deferments 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—(7)— 
The cases of thousands of draft 
registrants who have been defer- 
red because of their jobs were or- 
dered reopened today. 

In accordance with recent 
amendments to the draft law, se- 
lective service issued instructions 
for reviewing the occupational de- 
ferments of all registrants whose 
principal places of employment 
and local boards are in different 
appeal board areas. The reviews 
will be made by appeals boards 
having jurisdiction over the regis- 
trant’s place of employment. 

For example, if a man works 
in Washington and lives in Vir- 
ginia or Maryland and has been 
granted deferment in his home 
area, his case must be reviewed 
by the appeal board of the District 
of Columbus. Fifty thousand such 
cases will be reviewed by the Dis- 
trict of Columbia board alone. 

The regulation is designed to 
provide a tighter check on defer- 
ments. For instance, a man regis- 
tered in Texas and working in 
New York might obtain a defer- 
ment by mail and have it upheld 
by a Texas appeals board, by mail 
also. Under the new plan, the 
appeals board in New York has 
the authority to check that man’s 
actual essentiality on the scene. 

The regulation does not require 
review when the principal place of 
employment and the local board 
are in the same appeal area, 

Selective service officials em- 
phasize that appeals are still to be 
filed through the local board with 
which a man is registered. The 
board will forward the deferment | 
plea to the aires appeal body.

The American targets were not 
identified, but DNB said the Mos- 
in the 
Rhine and Westphalia. 

The American heavy bombers 
downed 14 enemy fighter planes, 
while the escorting Thunderbolts 
and Lightnings were credited 
with knocking down another. 

The raid over northwestern 
Germany yesterday cost the 
Americans five big bombers. 

The Germans said that In one 
week ending Monday the Russians 
in the Kiev bulge area lost 927 
guns captured or destroyed, 4,400 
prisoners, 11,000 men killed and 
254 tanks destroyed. They also 
said they had cleared the west 
bank of the Teterev river, wmch 
flows from south of Hitomir 
northeast into the Dnieper above 
Kiev. 

One Berlin broadcast said that 
in the last two days alone the 
Germans took 1,500 prisoners and 
destroyed or captured 14 Russian 
tanks and 115 artillery weapons, 


The broadcast said German 
bombers and dive-bombers as well 
as fighters had joined the battle 
sweeping through the snow-cov- 
ered rolling hills and ravines of 
the area, 

Two bridges across the Teterev 
were destroyed or damaged by 
German air attacks, the report 
said, interfering with Russian 
communications. 


Captain Ludwig Sertorius, Ger- 
man radio commentator, indicated 
the German attack was meeting 
formidable Russian opposition. 

“Back of the Teterev river deep- 
ly staggered masses of Russian 
batteries are visible which will not 
make forcing of this Section an 
easy task,” he said. 


Red South Successes. 


Southeast of Kiev in the Dnieper 
bend a big and important Rus- 
sian offensive was on the march. 
By taking Cherkasy General Ivan 
S. Konev’s second Ukrainian 
army rolled the Germans back to 
the Tasmin river line guarding the 
rail junction of Smela and began 
to swing shut the escape door for 
the whole Nazi pocket in the area. 

Some Russian columns captured 
several populated places as they 
advanced on Kirovograd south of 
Cherkasy, and others captured 
five more populated places as they 
wotked northward to link the 
Cherkasy and Kirovograd areas. 

German reports, meanwhile, 
talked of another great Russian 
offensive far to the north near 
Nevel where the Russians were 
less than 70 miles from the Lat- 
vian border. Here, they said, the 
forces of General Andrei I. Yere 
menko, defender of Stalingrad, 
were on the move with six infan- 
try divisions and two tank corps. 
One Berlin broadcast said the Ger- 
mans were forced to give up some 
positions before the assault. 

Nazis Brace in Italy. 

In Italy the desperate nature of 
the enemy’s resistance was empha- 
sized by the fact that for nearly a 
week heavy fighting had been in 
progress on a two-mile wide strip 
between the Moro river and a lat- 
eral road leading inland from Or- 
tona 12 miles to Orsogna. 

A New Zealand division was re- 
ported attacking Nazi positions on 
high ground on the left flank of 
the Canadians in an effort to re- 
lieve some enemy pressure in the 
coastal sector. 

On snow-covered hills farther 
inland, where General Sir Ber: 
nard L. Montgomery’s Eighth 
Army is pressing toward the pro- 
vincial capita] of Chieti, Indian 
troops broke into German , posi- 
tions for a limited advance and 
took 50 prisoners. The weather 
was overcast throughout the bat- 
tle area,

In the forming pattern of things to come, 
the now developing picture of the postwar 
world, it is ever more evident that the deter- 
mining factor in deciding whether the world 
shall know lasting peace or once more be 
plunged, after a few years, in global conflict, 
will be Russia. 

Regardless of personal views regarding Rus- 
sia, whether we like it or not, facts already 
indicate, beyond argument, that the Soviet 
Union will hold a position of greater power in 
international affairs than any other country, 
unless it be our own United States. 

Russia has proven in this war that she is, 
when she has to be, the strongest military 
power in the world. Her armies have contrib- 
uted more toward victory over Nazi Germany 
than those of any other of the United Nations. 
True, the victory could not be won without the 
sea power of the United States and Great 
Britain. Similarly, the war would have been 
lost before Russia began to fight had it not 
been for the RAF victory in the Battle of 
Britain. It is likewise true that, in Africa, 
Sicily and Italy, as well as by production of 
war material, both we and Great Britain have 
contributed important victories to the Allied

With such an alliance Russia 
will be in position to completely control the 
policies of the Balkan nations. If she will, 
Russia will thus be able to maintain peace in 
the Balkan powderkeg, that area of Eastern 
Europe which has lit the spark of war so many 
times. 

yermany will be utterly crushed and it will 
be Russia which will see that the militaristic 
Prussian idea of conquest never gets a chance 
again. 

In Western Europe there will be no nation 
with any great strength. It will take France 
generations to recover the economic, financial 
and national strength which has been drain- 
ed out of her during the German occupation. 

Nor will Britain be a nation of dominant 
strength for years. It will take her long to 
recover from the outpouring of her money, her 
goods and her life which she has given through 
more than four years of desperate conflict. 

Russia, both as regards Europe and Asia, 
will be in strategic position to dominate. The 
only other power of comparative strength will 
be the United States. 

The Russian form of government is not 
ours, nor is her social organization like ours. 
Nevertheless there is no reason why we and 
the Soviet Union could not collaborate to the 
full for the maintenance of world peace. There 
is no reason to believe that Russia will seek 
anything beyond the security of her own 
borders and a world of peace in which she 
can develop her unlimited resources. 

Together the United States, Russia and 
Great Britain can give to the world centuries 
of peaceful progress. It would be the crime of 
the centuries if these three allowed anything 
to mar their international friendship and co- 
operation when once the war is ended.

Argentine Wheat 

While agricultural authorities of the Unit- 
ed States are worrying about whether the na- 
tion will produce sufficient wheat to meet the 
heavy demand for that cereal next year, Ar- 
gentina is confronted with prospects of the 
greatest crop in the history of that country, 
plus a carry-over of 180,000,000 bushels, an- 
other all-time record. 

Reports from all sections of the Argentina 
wheat belt agree that never have climatic 
conditions been more favorable to the grow- 
ing crop, and present indications are that it 
will total 312,000 bushels. The country is glutted 
with wheat, and the government is considering 
the construction of underground storage space 
to Randle the supply, as there are not suf- 
ficient granaries or bags in which to place the 
grain. 

It is reported that the United States Com- 
modity Credit Corporation has purchased 
some of the Argentine carry-over of wheat for 
shipment to this country in order to ease the 
tight grain situation; however, the lack of 
shipping has hindered any appreciable move- 
ment of the grain. Practically every nation 
in the world would be glad to secure some of 
Argentine’s wheat to relieve the hunger that 
prevails among their people, but again there 
is the lack of vessels to carry the grain, credit 
or money for the purchase, and the war 
blockade maintained against 
their satellites, and occupied areas where the 
wheat would be seized by the Nazis and shipped 
into Germany.

Augusta Survey 

The city of Augusta is utilizing a very prac- 
tical approach to the problem of developing 
industrial and agricultural potentialities in its 
trading area. 

It has contracted with the State Legislature 
Experiment Station at Georgia Tech, ‘under 
the direction of industrial economist, Joseph 
Hosmer, to make a comprehensive survey of 
these possibilities. 

The study and report, covering thirty-two 
counties in the Augusta trade area, is the 
second such to be made in Georgia by the 
Tech agency. The first was completed a short 
time ago in the Macon sector and, as outlined 
here yesterday, is already paying dividends 
in the middle Georgia city. 

The Augusta survey, the comprehensiveness 
of which is evidenced by the fact that several 
experts will spend four or five months in the 
making thereof, grows out of plans originated 
by the Augusta Chamber of Commerce. Those 
who make it will work closely with a com- 
mittee of prominent Augustans which includes: 
George F. Claussen, William S. Morrison, E. C. 
Mertins, James Sartor, F. L. Lancaster, and 
George A. Sancken. 

Such. a survey, undeniably, is the most 
logical point of departure for any area which 
sets out to-attract prospective newcomers in 
the industrial field.

ONE WORD MORE 
By RALPH McGILL. 


HARD-BOUGHT What are your rights? What does the Con- 

stitution guarantee you? Have the speeches 

of tens of thousands of Fourth of July speakers ranting about the 

glorious document, the Constitution (which they have not read), 

confused you? Today is a rather important date in so far as free- 
dom, that intangible quality, is concerned. 

The American Bill of Rights, rather belatedly 
ratified by Georgia, Massachusetts and Connecti- 
cut in 1939, nevertheless is 152 years old today. 
Enough states had ratified it by December 15, 
1791, to make it effective on that date. 

The so-called Bill of Rights are amendments 
3 to 12, inclusive, as offered. The first two were 
not ratified and so, on the list of amendments 
ratified, No. 3 became the first amendment to 
the Constitution. 

As ratified in 1791 the amendments protected 
the people from the federal government but left 
them at the mercy of the various states until 
meng legislatures should enact the same legisla- 
ion. 

Georgia, Massachusetts and Connecticut were 
148 years late, but one may essume the old 
Blue Back Speller was right when it said, “Better 

late than never.” 

All the things we live by, and so casually accept, were added 
to the Constitution by amendment. And today marks the date, 152 
years ago, when these rights legally became the property of the 
American people. 

They have been amended but once. A packed supreme court 
later on ruled a corporation to be a person and thereby brought 
on abuses which antitrust laws and other legislation have been 
trying to correct ever since. 

_ Today is an important one in the history of man’s personal 
liberty, and it may be well to consider it, not in the light of the 
Fourth of July speeches, but in the light of history. Freedom is a 
hard-bought thing. 


IN DISGUST Governor Ellis Arnall, in asking the people of 

| Georgia to remember this day with gratitude, 
said of the Constitution of the United States that it Was such a 
great document that today, 150 years later, we still have the best 
form of government on earth. 

That is true. 

But it is important to consider why it is true. 

I am afraid the spell-binders, the selfish, the greedy, the igno- 
rant, and the calculating have sicklied o’er the document the pale 
cast of a sanctity it neither wishes nor requires. 

It is well to recall the ironical fact that the Constitution. which 
has given us so much freedom and delight, so disgusted the 55 men 
who framed. it that 16 were so dissatisfied with the final draft they 
refused to sign it. 

More important, it is well to remember that those who did sign 
it were almost equally disgusted with it. Indeed, they said it was 
so bad a document they recommended a further study and further 
werk which led to the first ten amendments. 

We forget that this document, which 16 men who helped pre- 
pare it thought too bad to sign, and which the 39 who did sign it 
viewed as a patchwork, botched job, is the same job our orators 
speak of today. 

It is the same document which Winston Churchill, Prime Min- 
ister of Great Britain, recently referred to as “the most wonderful 
work ever struck off at a given time by the brain and purpose of 
man.” 

Suppose someone had gone to those 16 utterly disgusted men and 
those 39 almost utterly disgusted men, and said that to them? They 
would have regarded such a person as a moronic, thoughtless, fool- 
ish person. 

Yet, here it is today as our rock and our strength. Even the 
Fourth of July speakers and the politicians who make the eagle 
scream are partially right even though they haven't read it and 
even though they don’t think much, at times, of its guarantees of 
liberty, freedom of speech and of assembly. 


COMPROMISE The Constitution, as written, was a compro- 

mise. The task of getting it ratified was a 
heartbreaking one. It almost failed. It was a desperate, long- 
drawn-out job to get the representatives to ratify this document 


‘which its makers thought badly done. 


Compromise did it. All the beginnings of this country were 
compromises. Never was there any divine stroke, any sudden light, 
any miraculous wisdom, 

There was bitter wrangling, political deals, trades and pay-offs. 

Out of such a beginning came something majestic and great. 

What is the lesson? Well, to me it seems this—today our tariff 
hogs, our farm bloc pigs, the greedy labor leaders, those indus- 
trialists who would be slave drivers and exploiters of children and 
men, our isolationists—all of them are howling for legislation to 
make them winners over the general welfare of others. 

There are those who see us marching to ruin. 

The lesson,gthen, is to refuse to be swayed by emotions: to 
avoid the haters, and to try and find a middle way, Compromise 
is the essence of democracy.

IMITATION? OR COINCIDENCE? Ever since Commodore 


Perry opened the an- 
cient kingdom of Japan to western trade and contact, the Japanese 
have been imitators, not originators. Their industrial and military 
development is built entirely upon imitation of the nations to the 

west, the nations of Europe and America. There 
paces is scarcely a modern invention that can be credit- 
% 2. ed to Japanese origin. 
e With this fact as background it is interesting 
= to glance over the progress of the war in the 
#@ Pacific, to date, and compare it with that in 
;— Europe. There is startling parallel in the story 
goof Nazi Germany in Europe and that of Japan 
in the east. 

Their course was similar in early victories, 
in grand strategy anf now, as the handwriting 
on the wall foretells the doom of both, in the 
manner in which they are going down to defeat. 
Having imitated German method’ of treachery, 
of attack and of ruthless oppression, the Japa- 
nese now find themselves powerless’ to prevent, 
and coasting down the same road to humiliating 

defeat as is Germany. 
' They may have started out as conscious imi- 
tators, they will end up as involuntary fellow victims of their own 


unscrupulous ambition. 

THE SAME STRATEGY In the time of the Munich confer. 
ence,. Germany made secure her 

eastern flank, as she thought, by eliminating Czechoslovakia in the 

military sense.. It was an achievement gained through diplomatic 

blackmail. Japan used the same method and achieved the same 

result in Indo-China. 

Germany was conducting “peace” talks with Poland when she 
attacked that nation. Japan was in the midst of “peace” conver- 
sations with the United States at the time of Pear! Harbor. 

After the attack on Poland, Germany enjoyed a ten-month period 
of rapid conquest, overrunning Poland, Norway, Denmark, Holland, 
Belgium, France. After Pearl Harbor, Japan had ten months of 
conquest, all her own way. She took Malaya, Singapore, Java, 
Sumatra, the Philippines, Borneo, Papua. 

Next the Germans struck as hard as they could at their main 
enemy, Britain. And the Japs launched their attack against Aus- 
tralia. If Germany had succeeded in crushing Britain, the way would 
have been open for her next planned conquest, Africa, and thence 
to subjugate all the Americas and to join hands with Japan around 
a conquered world. 


IN ANOTHER DIRECTION Another part of Axis strategy 


called for encirclement over: 
land via the Middle East. Germany sent the Afrika Korps to cap- 
ture Suez while her strongest forces were supposed to smash the 
Red army before Moscow. Japan was to head through India, after 
taking Burma. The Axis, both Germany and Japan, won battles 
but did not win their objectives. The Afrika Korps was stopped 
at El Alemein, Moscow did not fall and the Japs were halted be- 
fore they could enter India. 

Now, while the United Nations concentrate upon defeating Ger- 
many in Europe first, the Japanese may, if they wish, watch de- 
velopments there as a pattern of the complete defeat that is later 
coming to them in the Pacific. 

The parallel has halted for the time being, not by. any action 
of either of the fellow-criminals of the Axis, but because the initia- 
tive is now in the hands of the Allies. Comparatively speaking, our 
forces in the Pacific are little more than “holding forces.” Never- 
theless they have won important victories over the Japanese and 
will win more. 

But, relatively speaking, the Japs are secondary for the time 
eing. 


THE YELLOW MONKEYS The yellow monkey men are 
imitators only. They built their 


armies and their fleets on “models” from other land and sea powers. 
It is the manner of monkeys to imitate. 

Well, now they can wait awhile until we are ready to give them 
full attention. And, while they wait, they can contemplate the 
destruction of German armed strength which is to take place and 
prepare to imitate the manner in which Nazi Germany goes down 
to unconditional surrender, 

Having chosen the treachery and brutality of the Nazis as their 
model, they might as well realize they must answer for the crimes 
against human decency, just as Germany will answer for hers. 

It is merely the accident of strategy that German destruction 
is scheduled first. Japanese destruction is just as inevitable.

There was no dispute between 
the union and the company, The 
carpenters and the machinists had 
agreed on a certain division of 
the work in a building operation, 
and the carpenters admittedly and 
deliberately broke their 
ment, demanding some of the 
work be allotted to the machin- 
ists. The company was helpless 
and unoffending in the matter. It 
just tried to hold the carpenters 
to their contract and the carpen- 
ters then declared Anheuser 
Busch to be unfair to organized 
labor, which was a lie. intended 
to damage its reputation and pre- 
vent the sale of its products to 
union people and to others who 
could be intimidated, such as sa- 
loons and restaurants patronized 
by union workers. 

Frankfurter declared that this 
was justifiable as familiar union 
practice, and thus we were hand- 
ed the proposition that if unions 
have been getting away with 
some particular kind of dirty 
work for an undefined period of 
time the dirty work acquires legal- 
ity and respectability. To extend 
the idea, if a union has had a 
custom of placing lye in the soup 
at a cannery as a means of coerc- 
ing the employer, that, too, be- 
comes familiar union practice 
blessed by the supreme court of 
the United States. 


Of course there is 
Never nowhere in any act 
Intended of congress or any 

debate any justifi- 
cation for the contention that con- 
gress ever intended to grant any 
organization a special right to tell 
lies about any innocent citizen. 
Morally that is a rotten thing to 
do and not even congress has any 
right to confer such a privilege 
on any organization or person, 
but the two cases cited, plus 
Jimmy Byrnes’ utterly cynical 
opinion written in the teamsters’ 
case, granting unions a rigl.t to 
commit highway robbery, have 
defiantly imputed such intent to 
the lawmakers on the hill.

THE WORLD TODAY

MacARTHUR CAN RUN WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—Officers 

of the United States fighting forces 
have been given the green light to run for president or vice presi- 
dent, and, in addition, Navy men can run for any other office, so 
long as they do not electioneer for themselves. 

This was disclosed today by Senator Arthur H. Vandenberg, 
Republican, Michigan, self-designated manager of a campaign in 
behalf of General Douglas MacArthur, in the form of quotations 
from letters he had received from Secretary of the Navy Knox and 


Secretary of War Stimson. 
Senator Vandenberg on November 6 submitted these three 


questions: 
“1, Can an officer, without any direct or indirect participation 


in the movement himself, accept a draft nomination for high pub 


lic office from a major political party? 

“2 Can an officer, thus drafted, accept such a nomination and 
remain in the armed services during an election campaign in which 
he does not participate and in which he takes no part? 

“3. If elected, under such circumstances, can officer resign to 


9” 


accept such an election from the people’ 

The reply of Secretary Knox, dated November 22, is as follows: 

“The answers to all three questions, assuming the facts to be 
precisely as set forth by you, is in the affirmative, subject to the 
limitation that it is discretionary with the President whether or not 
he will at any time accept the resignation of an officer of the Navy.” 

On December 7 Secretary Stimson wrote: 

“In the circumstances set forth in your letter, no War Depart- 
ment policy or regulation will be construed as to prevent an Army 
officer from accepting a nomination for the presidency or vice 
presidency of the United States and remaining on active duty in the 
armed services during the election campaign. At the pleasure of 
the President, he may, if elected, resign to accept the office, or, 


if eligible therefor and desirous of so doing, retire.” 
SIGNIFICANT DELAY It is a significant circumstance that 
Mr. Stimson waited more than two 


weeks, after Mr. Knox, in effect, had sanctioned the candidacy of 
Lieutenant Commander Harold E. Stassen for the Republican presi- 
dential nomination, before making the same concession respecting 
General MacArthur. Also, it will be noted, Stimson confines his 
permission to candidates for president and vice president, while 
Knox’s reply seems to apply to all political offices. 


There is good reason to believe, in fact, that announcement by 
friends of Lieutenant Commander Stassen that he would be en- 
tered in western presidential primaries operated to smoke the War 
Department out. At least it is apparent that, after the Navy had 
given Stassen the go-ahead signal, there would have been in- 
vidious comment if the Army rules had been so construed as to 
bar MacArthur. 


Also, Secretary Stimson had a high hurdle to jump. A revision 
of the Army code, announced by him last February 25, read: 

“No member of the military forces on active duty will here- 
affer become a candidate for, or seek, or accept, election to any 
public office not held by him when he entered upon active duty.” 


Previous to the letter to Senator Vandenberg, now disclosed, all 
inquiries to the War Department as to its attitude regarding political 
candidacies had been met simply by quoting the above rule. 

As a result of the Stimson and Knox statements, now the cam- 
paigns in behalf of MacArthur and Stassen certainly will be stim- 
ulated, and it is not unlikely that a boom will be initiated for 
Democratic nomination of General George C. Marshall. Some time 
ago Senator Edwin C. Johnson, of Colorado, declared that Demo 
crats should back Marshall as a means of getting rid of the New 
Deal. 


FIRST SHOW OF STRENGTH The present prospect is that 
MacArthur and Stassen will 


first come to blows in the Wisconsin preferential primary on April 
3, in which Wendell L. Willkie also is expected to be a contestant. 

Philip La Follette, former Governor of Wisconsin, now is a 
colonel serving on Genera] MacArthur’s personal staff, and there 
have been rumors that the La Follette brothers might use the Mace 
Arthur presidential candidacy as a bridge to get themselves back 
into the Republican party. In any event, a slate of delegate pledged 
to MacArthur will be entered in the Wisconsin primary unless he 
directly forbids it. 

Lieutenant Commander Stassen already has been entered in the 
Nebraska primary, which also occurs in April, and the MacArthur 
supporters almost certainly will follow suit. 

A poll of Pennsylvania Republicans by Dr. George Gallup’s 
Institute of Public Opinion last week showed that MacArthur had 
picked up three percentage points and Stassen four percentage 
points since September, whereas all other candidates either slipped 
backward or stood still. 

MacArthur ran third with 19 per cent as against 36 per cent 
‘for Dewey and 29 per cent for Willkie. Stassen, who had only 1 
per cent in the September count, jumped to 5 per cent and a tie 
with Governor John W. Bricker.

On the occasion of one of 
the greatest treaty-breaks, that 
of Munich, it was not Czecho- 
Slovakia who abandoned her al- 
lies but the western allies who 
abandoned Russia, and broke the 
small nation that was the bridge 
between them.

Czech contact with 
Russia was made as a reinsurance 
against Hitler, and in line with 
French policy. In 1935, came the 
French-Czech-Russian alliance, un- 
der French instigation—Pierre La- 
val himself went to Moscow. Three 
years later it was scrapped at 
Munich, by France, Britain, and 
Germany, without even the pres- 
ence of a Czech or Russian.

Supplies Vital, 
LeCraw Warns 


America and its citizens have 
escaped the horrors of war, but 
American citizens cannot afford to 
think the enemy is through and 
about to fold up. 

That is the opinion of Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Roy LeCraw, who re- 
signed March 14, 1942, as mayor, 
to enter the chemical warfare 
service and who since that time 
has experienced more than 100 
London air raids. 

“The shriek of the divebomber, 
the roar of big guns and the clank 
of tanks bound for the front have 
not interrupted the generally nor- 
mal life in America, but they have 
changed the routine for millions 
of others throughout the world,” 
LeCraw, who yesterday returned 
home for a 20-day leave, said. 

“We are winning the war, but it 
is not yet won. Those folks we 
are fighting are not yet through. 
We have been so fortunate in 
escaping the misfortunes of war 
that we do not realize just how 
lucky we have been. The war 
has been over there, for which 
we should be especially grateful. 

“It is our business to keep it 
over there. Relaxation now might 
prove costly to ourselves and our 
allies. We must not let up, but 
must pursue the enemy with 
every available man-hour of pro- 
duction. We must follow through, 
and now is the crucial time.” 

The ex-mayor said the closest a 
bomb came to him was about 500 
yards and that it demolished a 
number of flats. 

“The British have a marvelous 
defense and it takes its toll of the 
enemy, but all of us can be thank- 
ful that such devastation and de- 
struction have not. fallen on Amer- 
ican cities,” LeCraw added. 

“We are prepared for gas war- 
fare either in defense or in re- 
taliation, and to this I attribute 
the fact that no gas has been 
used,”

Force particularly is growing con- 
stantly in power, and sending pro- 
gressively larger fleets of heavy 
bombers over Europe. 

In sharp contrast with condi- 
tions a year ago, when the Eighth 
Bomber Command was hardly 
more than a token force, the Amer- 
icans in their daylight operations 
are now dispatching greater fleets 
of planes than the RAF in its night 
attacks. 

A steadily increasing number of 
American heavy’ bombers is accom- 
panied by mounting long range 
fighter strength, and the fighters 
are escorting the bombers on deep- 
er penetrations into Germany. 
New and advanced fighter types 
are said to be almost ready to 
make their appearance in the Eu- 
ropean theater—a report yester- 
day from London said “there is 
every prospect of new American 
fighters joining the established 
groups”—and the escort range 
probably will go beyond the 800- 
mile round trip that is the longest 
yet reported. 

Air Strength Pyramids. 

Significantly, the mounting 
strength of Anglo-American air 
power might be said to be “pyra- 
miding” relative to German air 
strength, which is declining both 
because of destroyed or damaged 
plane factories and because of at- 
trition in air battles. 

This declining strength already 
is being reflected in the inability 
of the Luftwaffe to keep its air 
defense ring intact. In the near 
future, the Germans probably will 
find it impossible any longer to 
disperse their air strength. They 
will have to “guess” the targets of 
Allied bombers, and concentrate 
their fighters on the basis of those 
guesses. 

Occasionally they will guess 
right, and extremely heavy losses 
can be expected on those occa- 
sions. Just as often, however, they 
will guess wrong, and then the 
bomber losses will be extraordi- 
narily light, as they have been on 
one or two recent occasions. 

The much di cussed rocket 
bombing of American bomber for- 
mations by specially equipped 
German fighter planes is not re- 
garded as a formidable obstacle 
for fighter escorted missions, and 
there are even indications that it 
may have become a liability for 
the Germans. Planes equipped 
with rocket gear lost much of thei 
speed and maneuverability, and 
American fighters are reported to 
have inflicted phenomenal losses 
on them on several occasions, add- 
ing measurably to the total attri- 
tion of the German air force.

Hull Blisters Butler, Says He}. 


Imperils Good Neighbor Policy : 2 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—(/)— 
Secretary of State Cordell Hull to- 
night described charges made by 
Senator Butler, Republican, Ne- 
braska, regarding United States 
operations in Latin America as “a 
most unfair and unfounded attack 
calculated to injure’ the whole 
good-neighbor policy. 

In a hotly worded reply to criti- 
cisms voiced by Butler, Hull de- 
clared: 

“It is distressing that at a time 
when the nation engaged in a gi- 
gantic effort to defeat the assas- 
sins of civilization a wholly inde- 
fensible attack should be leveled 
at a policy so universally ac- 
claimed. 

“It is a tribute to the good sense 
of the people of the Americas, who 
have now had 10 years of experi- 
ence with the good- neighbor pol- 
icy, that these gross misrepresen- 
tations were not generally be- 
lieved!” | 

Hull’s statement followed a re- 
ply to the Nebraskan made in the 
senate yesterday by Senator Mc- 
Kellar, Democrat, Tennessee. 

McKellar took up on an item- 
by-item. basis Butler’s assertion 
that the United States government 
was lavishing $6,000,000,000 on 
Latin American republics in an ef.- 
fort to buy their friendship. To 
support his case McKellar called 
on Hull and others for informa- 
tion. 

Hull declared at the outset that 
he believed McKellar had demon- 
strated “to the satisfaction of ev- 
erybody the inaccuracies, the fal- 
lacies, the misstatements of Sen- 
ator Butler’s- unfortunate allega- 
tions.” 

Acknowledging the possibility 
of “errors of judgment” in pro- 
grams carried out under pressure 
of war, Hull said nevertheless the 
main question now is whether 
“we shall forget the broad essen- 
tial nature of our co-operative ac- 
tivities in the other American re- 
publics and turn to a controversy 
over a limited number of items of 
wartime expenditure.” 

He emphasized that “we in the 
United States are proud of our 
membership in the inter-American

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RECAPTURE XMAS SPIRIT 


With Homebaked Cakes 


By Sally Saver. 


Everyone, I suppose, has special 
recollections and impressions as-| 


sociated with Christmas, depend- 
ing upon how the season was cele- 
brated in one’s home and com- 
munity in early childhood. Christ- 
mas always will mean to me ex- 
cited, bustling, happy activity and 
the warm, smell of cedar and can- 
Giles as I entered the church the 
night of Christmas Eve. If I were 
at the North Pole, I could by the 
simple trick of closing my eyes 
and allowing the scene to come 
back, be wafted immediately into 
a small church fragrant with 
cedar and twinkling candles, or 
into a large kitchen warm and 
wonderful with timid footsteps 
and the smells of baking cakes. 
For cakes were a very important 
part of this pre-Christmas  bus- 
tling in our home. When Old St. 
Nick came down our chimney, he 
found an immensely long buffet 
filled with cakes, large and small, 
dark with fruits and spices, frosty 
with icings and crunchy with nuts. 
My mother’s cakes had charac- 
teristic decorations which ima- 
‘gine never changed from year to 
year, for I remember her nut cake 
had huge nut meats stuck in dec- 
orative pattern in the white icing; 
the spice cake had small clusters 
ef dried raisins for garnish of the 
cake plate, while the aristocratic 
pound cake stood proudly by it- 
self, impressed and impressing 
with its quite obvious sense of 
importance. It was the cake that 
was served at “open house” on 
Christmas Day, 
eggnog. 

But my favorite was not the 
dark and alluring fruit and spice 
cakes, not- the impressive pound 
cake, though I was duly impress- 
ed with this one. My favorite was 
the snowy, fresh coconut layer 
cake. To me it was a marvel of 
creation, a supreme work of art. 
I’m sure I tasted that cake many 
times, but I cannot remember 
what it tasted like; to look at it 
seemed enough then and now. 
Its. soft. fluffy whiteness to my 
childish eyes seemed particularly 
fitting for the Christmas season. 
It reminded me of snow, which 
we seldom had for Christmas, 
but more of the bright angels who 
appeared to the shepherds an- 
nouncing the birth of the Christ 
Child. 

Recalling these childhood joys 
and impressions I have pleaded 
each year that I have been a foods 
editor for more of such home ac- 
‘tivity as cake baking, more of the 
simpler forms of celebration of 
this most wonderful season. 

Here are two of my favorite 
recipes for Christmas cakes: - 

Nut Cake, 

2 Cups sifted flour. 

1-2 Teaspoon baking powder. 

1-2 Teaspoon salt. 

3-4 Cup butter or margarine. 

1 Cup sugar. 

3 Eggs, separated. 

1-3 Cup sherry. 

2-3 Cup broken walnut meats. 

1-2 Cup broken pecan meats. 

1-2 Cup shredded, blanced al- 
monds. 

Mix and sift flour, baking pow-

der and salt. Cream butter until 
soft; add sugar gradually, beating 
until light and fluffy. Beat in l 
egg yolk at a time, mixing well 
after each addition. Add flour 
alternately with sherry, beating 
until smooth after each addition. 
Add nut meats dredged with a lit- 
tle of the flour called for, then 
fold in stiffly beaten. egg whites. 
Turn into a greased loaf pan or 
pan with funnel, and bake in 
slow oven, 325 degrees, 1 hour and 
15 minutes. Frost with white 
icing if desired. 

Fresh Coconut Layer Cake. 

2 Cups sifted cake flour. 

2 Teaspoons baking powder. 

1-2 Teaspoon salt. 

2-3 Cup butter or other short- 
ening. 

1 Cup sugar. 

3 Egg yolks, well beaten. 

1-3 Cup milk. 

1 Teaspoon vanilla. 

3 Egg whites, stiffly beaten. 

Sift flour once, measure, then 
sift three times with salt and 
baking powder added. Cream but- 
ter thoroughly, add sugar grad 
ually and cream together until 
light and fluffy. Add egg yolks, 
then flour alternately with milk, 
mixing well after each addition. 
Add vanilla, then fold in egg 
whites. Bake in two nine-inch 
layer cake pans, in 375 degree 
oven 25 to 30 minutes. Double 
this recipe for a larger cake. 

When layers are cool, spread 
with seven-minute frosting and 
sprinkle fresh grated coconut 
generously between layers,

A trim waist lets you 
twist, turn and bend without turn- 
ing as quickly, To trim down, do 
stretching, twisting and side-bend- 
ing at the waist. 

When you measure the hips, be 
sure to circle the tape around the 
largest portion so as to include 
the powerful glutens muscles. It 
is the tone of these muscles that, 
to a great extent, determines the 
hip measurement, If the hipline 
is more than two inches larger 
than the bust, that proves you are 
not getting enough exercise to 
keep these muscles in tone. You 
reach these muscles in a forward 
and backward swing of the legs 
from the hips,

Out of 30 years of high adven- 
ture as a news reporter, my ex- 
periences in covering the two 
Cuban revolutions—the Machado 
overthrow and the Batista revolt 
—in the late summer of 1933 are 
unforgettable. The highlight was 
that “bloody Saturday” when peo- 
ple rioted to celebrate the down- 
fall of their hated dictator, Gerar- 
do Machado. 

The first revolution was touched 


off the preceding Sunday when 


Machado’s secret police turned ma- 
chineguns on strolling crowds in 
the Prado, killing 26. 

On Friday I saw two blackened 
misshaped bundles being dragged 
through the streets at the end of 
ropes attached to automobiles. 

Scoured City. 

I spent most of Saturday in the 
second floor city-room of the Ha- 
vana Post, an English language 
with other INS men 
scouring the city for news. 

About noon Saturday we heard 
an outburst of steady firing on the 
Prado, about two blocks from the 
Post. The mob had found and 
murdered Jose Antonio Jiminez, 
hated leader of the Porra. A sol- 
dier dipped his hands in Jiminez’s 
blood and wiped bloodstains on his 
own cheeks and shirt. Sammy 
Schulman, INP photographer, took 
a photograph of this scene. 

Then came a telephone call: 
“Beat it, the mob has left the Her- 
ald to destroy the Post.” 

There were about 10 of us. Then 
we heard the mob. It is a sound 
never fo be forgotten. A youth, 
Swinging a rifle, was leading it. 
Three lieutenants behind him were 
pushing a huge roll of newsprint 
paper. 

I grabbed my notes and cable 
file. Then I remembered that 
Sammy Schulman had left his 
“good” camera and a mail sack of 
photographic plates in my _ safe- 
keeping. I had trouble descending 
a narrow winding iron staircase. 
The sack of photographer’s plates 
smashed my ankles at every step;

a typewriter banged my knees. 

I looked up to see the front door- 
way jammed with the mob lead- 
ers. Behind them lay the huge 
roll of newsprint paper.

Charley Houston, our managing 
editor, and the mob leader, a wild- 
eyed boy in his twenties, were 
babbling furiously in Spanish. The 
mob leader even handed his gun 
to an aide so he could use both 
hands in illustrating his words.

But we were 
trapped and our safety hinged on 
Houston’s oratory.

My sigh of relief lifted the roof 
of the Havana Post building. 

“But,” added Charlie, in a wor- 
ried tone, “he wants $5 and if I 
buy this one, he’ll be back with an- 
other one every hour on the hour.” 

In that emergency I got a price- 
less idea. 


Accursed Paper. 
“Tell him,” I said, “that the 


paper belongs to Machado and has 


Machado’s curse on it and that you 
don’t dare buy it.” 

“Swell, Chico,” said Charley and 
launched into another war of 
words with the mob leader. Then 
I saw that Charley had won be- 
cause the leader was bowing and 
scraping. 

“Tell him to destroy it,” I ven- 
tured and Charley smiled again. 


*|And in a minute the roll of paper 


was being torn to pieces. 

For three days Havana’s down- 
town streets were littered with 
torn newsprint. An hour later, 
Schulman came back. Sammy said:

“Why do you always blame the 
women?” she frequently demands. 
“Isn’t it just as much a man’s re- 
sponsibility for seeing that his 


home is happy? 
“You tell wives what they 
should do to hold the love of their 


husbands, and warn us of the haz- 
ards that beset marriage when a 
man passes the age of 40. 

“But it seems to me that you 
are always placing most of the 
burden on the women. Shouldn’t 
a man resist temptation and be 
true to his wife? 

“Why does he start running 
around with younger girls when 
he knows he is doing wrong?” 

Illogical Women. 

Haven’t I repeatedly defended 
wives in this column and haven’t 
I urged men to let the women 
folks handle the pay check? 

I have indicted juvenile hus- 
bands who gamble and think they 
can “win” success instead of 
“earning” it. I have indicted many 
other kinds of husbands. So, la- 
dies, please give me credit! 

Women Are Good Students. 

But more of my patients are 
women. Like Quentin’s wife de- 
scribed yesterday, they want to 
know how to hold their husbands. 
They are good students, and are 


wid more receptive to sugges- 
ion. 

So I offer a plan for holding 
their husbands in happy wedlock 
through the golden wedding anni- 
versary. 2 

If they want to lose their hus- 
bands, that is their option. But 
if they come to me for sound ad- 
vice on how to avoid divorce, then 
why complain if I place the re- 
sponsibility for avoiding it upon 
them? 

Sure, it requires extra attention 
on the woman’s part, just as it 
does when her child is ill and 
requires constant nursing, for a 
sick child as well as an emotion- 
ally sick husband will seldom take 
the initiative. 

If the husband doesn’t write to 
me or call in person, and if he 
doesn’t want any advice, I cannot 
force it upon him.

13. Js there a black market in whiskey? 


There is undoubtedly a black market in whiskey as there is in 
other commodities where a shortage exists and where the 
consumer demand is great, such as nylon hose, butter, beef, 
gasoline, tires, etc. Only public cooperation, tighter regulation, 
more rigorous enforcement...or the resumption of whiskey pro- 
duction...can correct it. 


ing plan and simply accepted all orders. Provided they 
could get enough bottles, corks, cartons and suffi- 
cient labor, the entire supply would move out about.as 
fast as it.could be packaged ... certainly in LESS THAN 
A YEAR. And surely no one could possibly regard this as 
a service to the public, the Government or the industry. 


T IS APPARENT that there is great confusion on the 

subject of the present whiskey supply. Surely the pub- 
lic is entitled to the facts no matter how discouraging 
they may be. Following are frank answers to some of the 
most pertinent questions: 


What has been done to make the available supply 
last? 7 : Is it true that large distillers are trying to buy addi- 


tional whiskey, when available? 


Is there really a whiskey shortage in this country? 


Yes—a serious shortage ... because not a drop of whiskey has 
been distilled since October 8, 1942. The distilling facilities of 
the entire- industry are engaged might and day in producing 
nothing but alcohol for war purposes. 


For almost a year each distiller has been following a self- 
imposed rationing program. Even so, it is estimated they are 
now bottling and releasing at the annual rate of from 90 to 
100 million gallons of whiskies, compared with an output of 
whiskey of 134,508,954 gallons in the Government fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1943, and 133,277,074 in the preceding fiscal year. 

Though some localities felt the shortage before others. the 
shortage is now universal. The majority of distillers are 
distributing their products fairly and equitably to the various 
markets on the basis of previous purchase records, with due 
allowances for shifts in population. 


Yes. Any large distiller who has his brands and trademarks to 
protect naturally will try to buy any acceptable whiskey which 
may be offered for sale. However, the purchase of whiskies by 
one company from another does not increase or decrease, by a 


How much whiskey is there actually in storage? single quart, the supply available to the consumer. 


Approximately 303,000,000 gallons. 


While the Alcohol Tax Unit of the Treasury Department, 
as of October 31, 1943, reported an inventory of 399,023,881 
gallons, ORIGINALLY put in barrels, 96,000,000 gallons have 
actually disappeared through soakage and evaporation which 
leaves a net oF about 303,000,000 gallons. This evaporation is 
recognized by the Government approved table of allowances. 

There is no mystery about the amount of whiskey withdrawn 


Are consumers hoarding whiskey? 
Unquestionably, many consumers have bought beyond their 
immediate needs as they have done with other scarce products. 


8. Is it true that some of the lower priced brands have 
disappeared from the market? 


Has the trade been hoarding whiskey? 


from or in storage in Government bonded warehouses. The 
Alcohol Tax Unit publishes these figures monthly. 


Is acomparison between whiskey stocks and whis- 


key withdrawals a true indication of how long the 


available supply will last? 


No. It is an accepted practice to blend grain neutral spirits with 
straight whiskey. Normally, as.a result of this blending, the 
total amount of whiskies available to the public is increased. 
Today, however, ¢he supply of grain neutral spirits is only a 
small fraction of that of straight whiskies and soon the supply 
will be exhausted, making it necessary to withdraw more straight 
whiskey to replace the grain neutral spirits formerly used. 


Can all of this 303 million gallons be sold now? 


No. Prior to the war, the distilling industry carried a normal 
inventory in bonded warehouses of over 500 million gallons 
which was necessary to maintain reasonable standards of quality. 
To avoid repetition of conditions which existed in 1934, fol- 
lowing repeal of prohibition, when young and immature whiskey 
was offered to the public, it is essential to the public interest 
that some reserve be maintained for post-war requirements. 


Yes. Many rectifiers and small distillers who supplied a large 
sage of che low priced brands have exhausted their limited stocks. 
nm many cases, among the larger distillers, critical inventory 

ositions. made it necessary to curtail or eliminate some brands. 
Pisies naturally, such distillers sought to protect the continuity 
of their most important brands sad these were generally in the 
higher quality* brackets. In whiskey, as in many other com- 
modities, consumer demand for higher quality products has 
greatly increased. 


What have distillers done to help maintain O.P.A. 


ceiling prices? 


- 


They have published ceiling prices in their advertisements and 
have admonished the public not to pay more. They have urged 
the trade to cooperate with the Government by maintaining 
ceiling prices. They have urged retailers to displa signs reading: 
“O.P.A. ceiling prices...do not pay more!” They have pre- 
pared a series of newspaper advertisements warning the public 
not to buy at black market prices. [They have urged the O.P.A. 
to call a conference in Washington of the State liquor admini- 
strators for the purpose of urging them to lend their support in 
the enforcement of the O.P.A. price regulations. 


Wholesale stocks are lower than at any time in the last nine 
years. Retail stocks are much lower than normal. Some package 
stores do reserve favorite brands for their regular customers 
thereby avoiding sales to those who might be hoarders, specu- 
lators or black market operators. 


Are the profits of the distilling industry larger than 
those of other American industries? 


According to a report printed in the New York Journal of 
Commerce of January 15, 1943, the distilling industry ranked 
in 13th position among 16 major industries from the standpoint 
of percentage of profit to sales and likewise in the percentage 
of profit to invested capital. 


Why is rum and gin more plentiful than whiskey? 


Today rums and gins are imported, largely from the West Indies, 
Mexico and South America. The alcoholic base for these bever- 
ages is distilled from blackstrap molasses and the labels indicate 
that they are products made from cane and not from grain. 


Why do distillers continue to advertise their prod- 


Otherwise, there will be a bone-dry period following the war, ucts when retailers have such meager supplies? 


or the public will be compelled to drink green, unpalatable 
whiskey. Since the entire whiskey stocks now available are al- 
ready dangerously lower than normal inventory needs, the re- 
serving of not less than 100 million gallons is imperative, even 
though entirely inadequate. 


The trademarks and trade names of a producer are among his 
most valuable assets. The distiller, like other producers, is 
trying to keep his brand names before the pubhe so that they 
will not be forgotten. 


10. Have distillers raised their prices on whiskey? 


O.P.A. regulations provide that distillers’ prices shall not 
exceed those m effect during March 1942. However, the regu- 
lations do permit the addition of Federal Excise Taxes and | 
the elimination of promotional discounts. Just as there are no 
one cent sales of scarce drug items today, nor special sales 
of canned goods, cigarettes and other commodities greatly in 
demand, there are, of course, no cut-rate sales of whiskey. 

Wholesaler and retailer ceiling prices are also governed by 
O.P.A. regulations which provide fixed profit ceilings. 


CONCLUSIONS 


1. There is an acute shortage of whiskey. If the present abnormal rate 
of demand were fully satisfied, the supply would be exhausted in 
less than a year. 


How much, therefore, is really available until pro- 
duction is resumed? 


About 203,000,000 proof gallons. 


And it must be made clear that the only reason there 
is any legal whiskey at all, is because whiskey must be 
aged before it is suitable for consumption. It cannot be 
made today and sold tomorrow like most other prod- 
ucts. If it could, the country would have been bone-dry 
months ago because there would have been no reason 
for a stock. Never was the old adage more applicable 
=—‘‘you can’t have your cake and eat it, too’’. ! 


. 


2. Even under the present rationing programs of the individual dis- 
tillers, conditions will become progressively more acute and aggra- 
vated because not a single drop of whiskey sold since October 8, 1942 
is being replaced. The public must realize that its consumption of 
whiskey must be curtailed, as has its consumption of all other scarce 
commodities. 


Have the distillers requested permission to resume 
the making of whiskey during the war? 


The position of the industry has been that as long as the 
Government requires its entire distilling facilities for the pro- 
duction of war-alcohol, these facilities should be devoted 100% 
to that purpose. When the total facilities are no longer needed 
by the Government, the distillers feel that at least a partial 
resumption of the making of whiskey should be granted in 
erder to alleviate the eritical shortage and its resulting evils. 


3. There can be no solution of the present shortage until beverage 
production is resumed. 


4. Black markets and other violations resulting from the shortage of 
liquor are condemned by the responsible members of the industry 
just as severely as they are by enforcement officials. 


How long would this supply last at the present un- 
precedented rate of demand aggravated by public 


hoarding, speculation and black market operations? We know of no other industry in America which is devoting 


its production facilities 100% to war work...is accounting 
for over 1 billion dollars in Federal and State taxes annually 
»..and, at the same time, is filling some portion of the 
current demands of its customers. When you consider all 
these facts, isn’t it fair to ask your understanding and 
cooperation under the present difficult conditions? 


Certainly less than a year. 


All present statements to the effect that there is 
‘plenty of whiskey for five years’’ are completely false. 
Here’s what would happen if, tomorrow morning each 
individual distiller abandoned his self-imposed ration- 


Is the shortage of whiskey and higher taxes bringing 
the bootlegger back? 


Yes. The greater the incentive—the greater the temptation.
